In 1967 eligible 
persons sixty-eight years of age and over, if then retired, were able 
to apply for a Canada Pension Plan Retirement Pension; in 1968 this 
age was lowered to sixty-seven; in 1969 the age will be sixty-six and 
in 1970 it will be sixty-five years. This age reduction coincides 
with the Old Age Security legislation. 


Survivors' Benefits: Survivors' Benefits first became available in 
February, 1968, and include a Death Benefit (lump sum) maximum of 
$510; a Widow's Pension, maximum of $65 per month (the amount of this 
pension varies with her age and circumstances); a Disabled Widower's 
Pension, maximum of $65 per month; an Orphan's Benefit, $25.50 for 
each of first four children. 


To qualify, it is required that the deceased contributor must have 

made contributions for one-third of the years he might have contributed, 
or for ten years, whichever is smaller, but in no case in less than 
three years’. (i.e. in 1966,9196/"and in 1968,, 4 valid contribution 
before death) 


Disability Pensions: This pension benefit will first become available 
in May 1970 to those who have contributed to the Plan for at least 
five years, or one-third of the years they could have contributed, or 
for ten years, whichever is smaller, and at least five of the last 

ten years. 


A qualifying physical or mental disability could provide the contri- 
butor with a maximum monthly pension of $103 until age sixty-five.
